There are some parte of the country 
uliieh are bo thinly settled that trav- 
eling' uptonietrists are a necessity. 
The optometrist in a fixed location is 
inclined to call all traveling optom- 
etrists fakers, bnt the real optical 
fiiker is ii'iite a differi'nt proposition 
from a legitimate traveling optome- 
trist. The optical Caker never goes 
to the aaaie town twice in a penera- 
tion unleaa as the years pass he ac- 
tually forgeta he has been there be- 
fore, and while in one town he uses 
all the art.s of impressiveness to take 
away all the money he can, and leave 
behind as little value in the way of 
glasses as be possibly can. The Im- 
pressiveness of the faker would not 
fool for one instant people of intelli 
geaee aad experieaee, hot anfortn- 
nately there are suftlcient of tlio other 
claas to keep many fakers going well, 
were U not for Oe (^ttometry laws, 
which are curtailing very markedly 
the activities of this class. Times are 
not what they need to be. 

On the contrary, the trav. liup op- 
tometrist is conducting business in 
practically the same maner as are bis 
confreres in fixed locations. He cov- 
ers a series of towns which he visits 
at regular intervals, so that those 
whom he suwUea with glhsaes eao 
eoaM hade to hia aad reeonaaad 
others to TisK hlm tor Ua expert ad- 
vice. 

Tlioee who attack tbe optical faker 

must make a difference between the 
real faker who never comes but once 
to a eertaia town, aad the reapeetble 
travelinK optometrist who has a prac- 
tice in a circuit of small towns, be- 
caoae none of tbeae towns is large 
enough to keep him busy. — The Opti- 
cal Journal and Review of Opometry.

Captain George W. C. Johastoa. who 

for several years wa.s one of the ac- 
tive beads of the old Keystone Com- 
mercial Company, at the corner of 
Third aad Sattoa atreets, aew the E. 
L. Maachester Produce Company, and 
who was well known here, was the 
victim o( a sad affair at Fittsbur;; 
Wedaesday, as the followlag from the 
Pittsburg Post will show: 

George W. C. Johnston, 57 years old, 
secretary and treasurer of the Pitts- 
burg Terminal Wafehouse and Trans- 
fer Company, died in the Southaide 
Hospital last eyealag as a resnn oi 
shock and injuries from a fall of 
eighteen feet into a pit on the ware- 
house property yesterday afternoon. 
G. W. T. Johnson, 54 years old, chief 
engineer of the warehouse system, 
w ho was severely injured in the same 
accident, is in the same hospital. The 
men were not related. 

The two Biea wallnd oat oa a board 

across an excavation to inspect the 
work near the power plant. The 
board broke and both fell into the pit. 
At the hospital it was found George 
Johnson had suffered fractures of the 
collar bone, shoulder blade and ribs 
and internal injuriea. as well aa a 
scalp wound. 

Mr. Johnston, the engineer, last 
night waa conscious and oonaidered to 
be in a serious bnt not critical con- 
dition, no bones being broken and 
his injuries consisting of severe con- 
tusions. He also anlfera from Aoca 
He resides at 2oii Rochelle street, 
Knoxville. He entered the employ of 
the Keystoae Conuacrelal Company, 
under Mr. Johnston, about seventeen 
years ago and was transferred to the 
terminal when the warefaoaaeo were 
built about ten years a?o. 

Uell Known Kiver Man. 
George W. C. Johoaloa resided at 

5740 Aylesboro^ avenue. Squirrel Hill, 
and was known the whole lenRth of 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers froni 
this port to New Orleans, having been 
associated with his brother-in-law! 
Captain James .\. Henderson, for 
many years in the operation of pack- 
et boats aad the eoadoctlng of Mardi 
Gras ezearsions and other large river 
enterprises. He was also well known 
in the hay. grala aad prodnee boslaess 
as president of the Keystoii<> Com 
mercial Company. He was an active 
member of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Pittsburg Industrial Commis- 
sion. In addition to these be was vice 
president and a director of the Ohio 
and Mississippi Nav^atioa Company, 
a director and vice president of the 
Pittsburg Transfer Company and a di- 
rector of the Keystone National 
Bank. He was alao a aienber of the 
Duquesne, Traffic and YouRhiogony 
Country Clubs, the Sixth Presbyterian 
church aad tiM Ptttsharg Prsaa Clab. 

He was a son of the late .Alexander 
i'. and Harriett Persell Johnston, of 
Clnctaaati. la whldi elty he wn bwn. 
He was married about twenty years 
ago to Emma Townley, of Cincin- 
nati, who is left with three children: 
Townley. Gaievieve and Elizabeth. He 
also leaves two brothers. John R. and 
S R. Johnston, of Pittsburg, and two 
sisters, Mrs. James A. Henderson, of 
Pittabarg. aad Mrs. JoMph Klricap. of 
CindaaatL

The income tax has proved a sore 
diiiappolntment to its framera and to 
those who ardently championed tt as 
a large revenae piradncw. 

This moeh Is admlttod. It is not 
admitted, however, that it haa proved 
a failure. The excuse is still given 
that the government has not been 
able to j{et it properly enforced and 
that nia-.y Inroines in excess of $3,000 
a year continue to go untaxed. 
Hut the failure to get great results 
i from the income tax brings the adnin- 
I Istratloa leaden face to Cace with 
I the problem of raising funds for the 
j maintenance of the Kovernmcni and 
til.' unw.lconiH necesbit.v of new and 
additional tax lefslBlatlon at the com- 
ing session of congreBS. 

Viewed by experts, such legislation 
will have to Uke the form of raaioflel 
ing of the tariff, jiew special emer- 
gency revenue taxes or an Increase 
in the Income tax either by raising the 
rate or by reduction of the exemp- 
tion minimum. 

Either of these plans will provolie 
a storm of criticism, and it will be se- 
vere, especially ahouM the change ha 
made la the laeome tax. 

The bill was drawn by Representa- 
tive Cordell tiull. Tennessee. He and

Many Things in Religion That 
Cannot Be Explained by 
Cold Intellect 

'i lie prayer which Paul offtTcd for 
Ola Ephesian friends seems to be a 
particularly daring one. A great deal 
of effort has been put forth to explain 
the paradox in the crowning petition 
oftkatpreyM-. He asks tkat bis friends 
may be enabled "to Imow the love of 
Christ which pas.-^fth knowledge." Is 
that not a strange thing to seek? Is 
this man nn-rely iilaying with words? 
Is he indulging in meaningless hyper- 
bole? Is there any real signtflcaace 
in this peculiarly phrased petition? 

It is well to remind ourselves that 
this rare petition suggosis a siniiile 
truth and one of present importance. 
There are some things In religion 
which can be felt, but cannot be ex- 
plained. Bzperlence goes wliare 
knowledge cannot travel. There are 
feelings which deny analysis. Our 
logic limps and halts when we undcr- 
tai<c to explain and classify some of 
the deeper things of the religious life. 
There ara many things which it is 
quite impeaaibla to know to tka aanae 
of understanding tkeoL At this point 
they are too high fOr as. We cannot 
aitain unto that height. 

There is a good deal that is mys- 
tical about the spiritual life. Some 
hare been dlapoaed to think over- 
mock, poaalbly. of tkeaa deeper ex- 
periences. They have keen called 
"the mystics." Perhaps the average 
of us does not think enough about 
I hem. It has been the tendency among 
S( oti:h Presbyterians to emphasise the 
logical and intellactaal somewhat at 
tke e x p e na a of tta ayatieal and ttie 
emotional. Tka lattor daaerrea em- 
phasis aa wen as the former. It is 
well to remember that the most pre- 
cious things of the Christian life are 
the things that go beyond analysis. 
Paul had a remarkable experience in 
whick ke keard anspeakable w«irds — 
things beyond the power of our limited 
human speech to express. To him It 
was to be In the third heaven for a 
time. There are priTlleges like that

"It has lonp been the honored ciis 
torn of our people to turn in tht- fruit- 
ful uutiimn of the rear in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for His 
many blessing and mercies to us as a 
nation. Tlie year that is now draw- 
ing to a close since we last observed 
our day of national ThankagivIng kaa 
been, while a year of discipline be 
cause of the mighty forces of war and 
of cbaagea wklek kare diatarbed tbe 
world, alao a year of ap a ela l Maaatag 
for us. ^- 

"Another year of peace has been 
vouchsafed; a notk a r year in which not 
only to take thought of oar duty to 
ourselves and to mankind, but also to 
adjust ourselves to tbe many reapon- 
sibilities throst upon us by a war 
which has involved almost tlie whole 
of Europe. We have been able to as- 
sert our rights aad tke rights of man- 
kind without breach of friendship with 
the great nations with whom we hav? 
had to deal, and while wo have assert- 
ed righta, we have been able also to 
perform duties and exercise privileges 
of succor and helpfulness which 
should serve to demonstrate our de- 
sire to make the ofllcea of friendakip 
the means of truly dialntareated and 
unselfish service. 

"Our aUlity to aerve all wko could 
avail themselves of our sacrifices in 
the midst of crises has been increas- 
ed, by a gracioaa Provldeaoe, ky more 
and more abondant erosa; our ample 
financial resources have enabled us to 
steady the markets of the world and 
facilitate necessary movement of com- 
merce wkldi toe war migtat o th erwise 
have rendered imjwssible; and our 
people have come more and more to a 
sober realisation of tke part tkey kave 
been called upon to play in a time 
when all the world is shaken by un- 
paralleled distresses and dlsaaters. 

"The extraordinary cireoMtaaces of 
such a time have d<me madt to quick- 
en our national conscientiousness and 
deepen and conUrm oar confidence in 
the principles of peace and f f aadoto ky 
which we have always sougkt to be 
guided. Out of darkess and perplex- 
ities kave eoBM flroser eoonaela of 
I'olioy and clearer perceptions of the 
essential welfare of the nation. We 
have prospered wklle otker peoplea 
were at war. but oar prosperity has 
been vouchsafed us, we believe, only 
that We tniutit the better jierform the 
functions which war rendered it im- 
lioBsible for them to perform. 

"Now. therefore. I. Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United Sutes of 
America, do hereby dealgnate Thnrs- 
day. the fweniy-fifth day of .\ovember 
n»xt, as u day of Thanksgiving and 
prayer, and invite tbe people throogh- 
om the land to cease from their wont- 
ed nccui>aii(iiis and in their several 
homes and places of worship render 
thanks to Almighty God. 

"In Witoeas whereof. I have here- 
unto set my hand caused the s^al 
of the I'nited States to be affixed. 

"Done at the city of Washington, 
this twentieth day of October, in the 
year of Our l-ord One Thousand .Nine 
Hundred and Fifteen, and of the in- 
dependence of the Tulted States of 
America One Hundred and Fortieth.
